To Use Radios and 
Planes in Reindeer 
Roundup in Alaska 


Anchorage, Alaska, Dec. 21 <AP> — 
Uncle Sam is undertaking the great­ 
est reindeer roundup in Alaskan his­ 
tory, in which radio and airplanes 
will be used to cover 168.000 square 
miles during January in this land of 
winter darkness. 
C harles J. Burdick, special ropie­ 
st r.tative of the D epartm ent of the 
Interior who has been organizing 
Eskimos for C C C . projects the last 
three years, will spend $720000 for 
all reindeer owned by non-Eskimos. 
The purpose of the roundup is to 
establish a herding program for the J 
Eskimos, to take a census of the 
anim als and brand them by notch­ 
ing Ute ears. 
Fifty roundups next m onth will 
offer the strange com bination of 
modern .science exemplified by ra ­ 
dio and airplane 
linked with dog 
team s and the Eskimos’ native re­ 
sourcefulness. 
While IO radio-equipped roundup 
bosses direct the ground work in 
different sectors, Burdick will scurry 
between sectors by airplane, direct­ 
ing activities with his two-way radio.

Tile roundups will be for count­ 
ing and division of the unbranded 
anim als, expected to bt* about two- 
thirds of the total, among the vari­ 
ous owners on a pro-ratu basis.
